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Frits Hummel was the chief of Ref II (sabotage) of KO Spain frbm late 194l 
until February 1944, Early in 1942, the sabotage activities of Hef II were 
directed egainst the British fortress at Gibralter, Between. 1942 end 1944, 
six ships and various ammunition and fuel dumps were sabotaged, which 
resulted in some of the ships being sunk or damaged, and the dumps being 
burned or blown up. Mter Italy’s surrender at the end of 1943, Ref II 
torpedoed Italian ships in the ports of Huelva, Cadiz, Cartagena, Barcelona, 
and Vigo, to prevent their being turned over to the Allies, In the Summer 
of 1945 , rlanmel assisted in burying some thirty caches of sabotj^re equip- 
ment in Southeastern Spain in anticipation of ^ Allied landing.' He remem- 
bers only ten of the locations of these cachesi and sketches of the ten 
are contained in the report. In Rovember 1944, Bjmmel assumed command of 
Leitstelle II Uest, which wa.s under 1— C (C— 2) of .Oberbefehishaber Uest, and 
commanded FAES 211 and 212 on. the Uestern front in Holland, Belgium, and 
Germany, Each of the FAKS had four subordinate FATS, Their activities 
coi^rised burying _ sabotage equipment and recruiting agents; however, no 
agents were committed. Hunmel dissolved Leitstelle II ’fest in April 1945 
and fled to Tirol,

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In DecemT^er 1942, Hummel insttncted Water mi, Hoffmann,’ twp memtere 
of Ref II HO Spain, to cause an explosion on a British freighter in Seville, 
Water and Hoffmann concealed the explosives in several, crates of oranges 
destined for shipment on the freighter. The result of this operation was the 
total destruction of the cargo; the ship, however, was not sunk. 

In February 1943, ’fater and Hoffmann undertook another sabotage 
mission against an Snglish freighter in Lisbon, Time fuses were smuggled in 
with the cargo. The ship vras damaged, but \ms able to continue on to England, 

In February 1944, Waber end Richter sabotaged a British ship (name 
unknown) in Valencia, An explosive charge vras smuggled into the cargo of the 
sliip. According to Murarael, the explosion took place in London, but the ship 
v/as not s^ank. 

Shortly after the surrender of Italy at the end of 1943, Hummel 
received orders from Froytag-Loringhovon' to sabotage and prevent Italian ships 
from reaching Allied ports. Host of these Itnliam ships v;ere anchored in 
Kuelva, Cadiz, Cartagena, Barcelona, and Vigo, 

In Huelva, Hoffmann and Wabor sabotaged one of the Italian ships 
by affixing a mine to the hull. The boat was damaged and subsequently turned 
over to the British, 

Another successful sabotage mission executed in Cadiz in the Summer 
of 1943 was the damaging of an Italian freighter _ by means of a magnetic mine. 

In Barcelona the engine of the boat was damaged by its crew; the British 
.subsequently seized the ship and had it repe.irod. 

In the Summer of 1943, Freytag-Loringhoven ordered the preparation 
of depots of sabotage materials' in anticipation of an Allied invasion of Spain, 
Bach- depot consisted of one box, approximately twenty'by tvrenty-five by thirty- 
five centimeters, containing incendiaries, explosives, small magnetic mines, 
and sabotage pencils of about fifteen centimeters long and six centimeters 
wide. Each box contained Spanish instructions for the 1-iandllng of the sabo- 
tage material. 

The caches v;ere located in Southeastern Spain where an Allied^ invei- 
sion was anticipated. Approximately twenty to twenty-five such depots’woro , 
set up, but Hummel only knows of ten (oee sketches on following pages). The 
follov/ing members of Ref il assisted in depositing the cases of sabotage 
material: Waber, Hoffmann, Ritter, and Heimnel, Photographs and precise 
sketches were made of the locations of the depots so that they could be foimd 
in case of need. Tliree sets of sketches were drawn tp,. end early in 1944- 
sent to I%)tm Ouenther Eaumann of Ab\irehr Abt II Berlin, Hummel is not aware' 
of the present location of the sketches.

hefehlshaher "'est vnder Ohst Zolling, v/-ith the EAE 211 tliea under O/Lt

The objective of Leitstelle II 'Test was to secure the proper fuinction 
of the FAZS by supplying them with sabotage material and personnel, and by 
preparing the operational plans for agents. 

Each FAK had four FATs with one commissioned officer in .charge. The 
chart bolow shows the organization of Leitstelle II 'fest in ITovomber 1944,-

Tov/ard the end of 1944, FAZ 211 and FAZ 212 v;ore engaged chiefly 
in placing sabotage durps on the loft side of the Rhine, Demolition vrork 
and the recruiting of agents from French collaborationists and Flonlsh workers 
was also being c,arricd out. 

The sabotage material had been picked up in fow or five cases from 
Abt II, Gruppe Sechnik in Quenz and Was taken by FAT 249 to Ke.hlbach, not far 
from Bad Ems. In Zohlbach tho ©splosives were packed into approximately 
forty Gorman ammunition boxes and sent by truck to FAZ 211, stationed in, tho 
vicinity of ITcustadt, and to FAZ 212, stationed in Zvrolie, Holland, Muehlmann 
of FAK 211 received about tv/enty boxes, and ordered von Otto of FAT 251 to bury 
the explosives in the vicinity of,H^enau and IToustadt, Gehrken’ of FAZ 212 
received the remainder of the boxes, and instructed Kutschke of FAT 261 to 
bury them near Dueren and Krefeld. 

Hummel is not certain if Gehrken and liuehlmann received the photo- 
sta.ts of the sketches of tho locations of the sabotage duups. Von Otto and 
Zutschke should be in tho position to locate the caches buried in Holland and 
on the western banlc of the Rhine, 

Hummel further states that he did not receive any kind of information 
revealing the sabotage dunps buried by Kutschke and von Otto, Hummel signed 
a s\'forn statement denying knowledge of the location of sabotage dusps in France 
and in Germany* 

During tho course’ of the interrogation, Hummel mentioned .Ma,j Brandt 
of Leitstelle II Paris as the one v^ho began to organize aabo’tago depots in 
France during the period from December I 943 to April 1944, Brandt designated 
FAZ 211 to set up sabotage depots in France in December I 943 , All four FATs ' 
of FAK 211 participated in burying the explosives. The commanders of the FATs, 
as well as Brandt, should be able to reveal the location of the caches, and 
should be helpful in furnishing information leading to the discovery of the 
depots in France,. 

Eummel claims that Liebert of FAT 24g photographed and sketched most 
of the caches in France, but lost the documents in an Allied air attack. 
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5, Ajgent Activities of leitstelle II Vest 


Hummel states that his attempts to organise a net of agents proved 


f-utile. 


In Decemhor Hummel ordered Sclmster of TAT 258 to approach 

French colls.'boratora who wore willing "to servo as agents for the Leitstelle II 
’Jest. Approximately twenty Frenchmen "belonging to the Lorlot Group were re- 
crtdted by Schuster. The training of those men took place in the vicinity of 
Oberkirch and Freudonstadt in the Schvrarzwald, The Frenchmen wore trained in 
tho use of various sabotage materials and in the handling of weapons. 

In March 19U5,the training was discontinued and Hummel is certain that 
none of the Frenchmen v;as committed as a sabotage agent or used for crossing the 
front lines. He assumes that they wore captured by Allied Forces and returned 
1 to France. 

Another attempt in sotting up an agent net was started by Hummel in 
Leceobor 19^. He instructed Liebert of FAT 2^49 to contact Flemish slave 
v/orkors and hire them for sabotage v/ork. Four Slumish workers , names unknown, 
were selected to receive sabotage training. Vagner and Seeliger, both of FAT 
2U9 , wore their instructors, IK-fo men wore instructed in tho use of sabotage 
materials, the third man received H/T training, and the fourth man was dropped 
for inconpetonce* 

Hummel states that only the man trained as a V/T operator was com^ 
mitted as an agent. He was turned over to Abt I Viosbaden in January 194-5 ,• 
and parachuted with a V/T sot in tho vicinity of Antwerp. The agent was. able 
to esta-blish V/T connection v/ith Viesbaden, ai\d reported on damages caused by 
V-2 bombs. No other agent activities v;ore carried on by Hummel because of 
Germany's grave military situation, v/hich mad© all efforts futile, 

COi-gIBin:S AND KBCOICGilBATIONS 

Hummel has been cooperative and eager to give i^ormation. There is no 
doubt that he was a convinced follower of the Nazi doctrine, and only by acci- 
dent failed to receive his membership card in the SS. It is therefore- recom- 
mended that ho be sent to an internr.’.ent canp,*whero his political status may 
be determined according to current dircctivos.
